HOW TO CLEANSE CASTS. 

Plaster casts that are prepared with the ivory finish may be readily 
cleansed if soiled. A sponge or a fine bristle brush should be used. 
Do not use soap, as it is liable to leave a shining surface ; the washing 
powder, “ Pearline, ” is to be preferred. The cast should first be 
thoroughly wet, and if a sponge is used, dip it into water, then into 
the dry “ Pearline, ” and rub lightly over the cast. Do not allow the 
“ Pearline ” to remain on the cast but an instant, as it is liable to 
injure the surface. After this is done, rinse the cast thoroughly in 
clear water.

THE PARTHENON FRIEZE. 

The Parthenon — or Temple of the Goddess Athena — was the most beau- 
tiful of all Greek buildings, both in its architecture and in the sculpture with 
which it was decorated. It was built to crown the Acropolis, or citadel, of 
Athens during the administration of Pericles, and was finished about the year 
538 B. C. The architects were Ictinos and Callicrates ; but this is one of the 
buildings of which Plutarch tells us that Pericles gave the general charge to 
Phidias. It is most probable, therefore, that he designed, and possibly exe- 
cuted, the sculpture of the Temple, and especially the marvelous frieze 
surrounding its walls, which is the most beautiful work of its kind ever 
produced. 

(Roman numerals refer to the arrangement in Michaelis’ “Der Parthenon,” which is 
believed to indicate the relative positions of the figures of the procession, as originally 
placed on the Parthenon.)
